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Hidden Treasure Mute 
Reminder of Tragedy 


When installing a bathroom in an 
old house in Vienna not long ago, an 
attic was disclosed above a closet 
which was supposed to reach clear to 
the roof. In it were the remnants of 
an old baker’s oven and a wovden 
dough trough covered with grain sacks 
bearing the date 1663. Beneath the 
trough were household effects that evi- 
dently had belonged to a well-to-do 
middle-class family, such as linen gar- 
ments, dishes, cups, jewelry, 330 gold 
coins and 1,143 silver coins. Among 
the former were several ducats. The 
most recent of the coins were dated 
1671, but most of them were far older. 
It seems practically certain that they 
represented the savings of a merchant 
who had hidden them there at the 
time of the Turkish invasion of 1683. 

The most important find dating from 
the Thirteenth century was made in 
1876, on the site of the oldest Jewish 
cemetery, at Krems on the Danube. 
These coins, which were discovered 
when extending a neighboring vine- 
yard, consisted of thirty gold guild- 
ers, each weighing three and one-half 
grammes, from Florence, Hungary, Bo- 
hemia, Austria, Silesia and Lubeck. 
They were discovered at the side of a 
skeleton, and several other coins were 
unearthed later near the same spot. 
It has been conjectured that they were 
buried during the persecution of the 
Jews in 1349.—Neues Wiener Tagblatt. 


Scars Looked Upon 


as Marks of Honor 

Scar decoration is a widespread 
practice. A wound is made in the 
body, and then prevented from healing 
until a raised scar has been produced. 

Practically all the Australian tribes 
favor this method—among others—of 
decorating the body. With some the 
custom is connected with certain ta- 
boos. As a youth grows older these 
taboos are successively removed, a 
new scar being added to mark each 
oceasion. , In any case the scars or 
cicatrices are rarely raised all at once. 
Usually the process is prolonged 
throughout the period of adolescence, 
one or two scars being “cultivated” at 
a time. 

Originally these scars were probably 
received in battle, the recipients there- 
after displaying them as marks of 
honor. From this the custom of cica- 
trization would have arisen. 

Nowadays, however, the scars are 
regarded as an aid to beauty, and are 
cultivated by both sexes in many 
places. In the Andaman islands, for 
instance, the women as well as the 
men decorate their backs in this way. 
It is the women, however, who perform 
the operation by means of broken 
glass.—Popular Science Monthly, 


Smuggling as Sport 

To a perverted feminine sporting in- 
Stinet, rather than a desire to save 
money, is attributed the epidemic of 
silk smuggling into England from 
France, about which many amusing in- 
cidents have been related. 

Women often tip two or three times 
the amount of the duty to accomplices 
who guarantee them success in getting 
their silks through the customs agents, 
according to the London Times. One 
such man is said to make “smuggling” 
for women a business. He gets the 
silks through by the simple expedient 
of declaring them and paying the duty, 
which amounts to less than half the 
stipulated reward. 

Many women also go to much 
trouble, such as making themselves un- 
comfortable with several similar gar- 
ments, to evade paying the duty on 
articles which actually are not duti- 
able, 


Facts as to Suicide 

Henpecked husbands may be sur- 
prised to know it, but suicide is more 
frequent among the unmarried than 
the married, according to a study of 
307 cases made by Dr. §S. Serin, a phy- 
sician of Paris, and reported by the 
French correspondent of the American 
Medical association. 

Suicide is resorted to as the way 
out of life’s problems more frequently 
by men than by women and more 
often by the elderly rather than the 
merely adult, Doctor Serin finds. He 
divides the causes of suicide into five 
classes: insanity, alcoholism, severe 
grief, incurable disease and poverty. 


Old Federal Bureau 

The work of the bureau of engray- 
ing when started in 1862 by the first 
chief, with one male assistant and 
four female operatives, occupied one 
room in the attic of the west wing at 
Fifteenth street and Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, Washington. There was a grad- 
ual increase and by 1878 there was 
no additional space available for ‘the 
growing bureau, and on June 80, 1878, 
congress appropriated $800,000 for the 
purchase of the site at Fourteenth and 
B streets, southwest, for the erection 
of a building, which now stands. The 
building was completed and occupied 
July 1, 1880. 


Wasps That Eat Metal 

An insect known as the steel wood 
wasp can do considerable damage to 
lead. 

A piece of pine wood infested with 
larvae of this wasp had been used as 
a core on which to roll some sheet 
lead. When, on reaching maturity, 
they attempted to escape, they cut 
through the lead instead of traveling 
lengthwise through the wood. 

Each sheet of metal was one-tenth 
of an inch thick, and the insects pene 
trated -15 thicknesses of lead before 
oeseaping.

It weighs 
2,195 troy ounces and is probably one 
of the purest and largest masses of 
gold ever recorded. It is approximate- 
ly 99 per cent. One of the largest 

asses of gold (by some called nug- 
get) in Catifornia was found in 1860 
in the Monumental mine, in the Buttes 
of Sierra county, Calif. It weighs 1,- 
596 troy ounces and has an approxi- 
mate value of $29,000.

Protect Ear Drams 

That an explosion may result in se- 
rious injury to the human ears is’ a 
well-known fact. Gunners often open 


their mouths to protect their ear 
drums while firing large guns, Says a 
writer in the Pathfinder Magazine. 


When the mouth is open the air waves 
set in motion by the discharge of the 
gun enter the throat as well as the 
ears. Consequently the sudden pres- 
sure against the outside of the drums 
is counteracted by 
against the inside. Such, however, is 
not the practice in the United States 
Men working in the turrets are 
well protected from concussion. Those 
in the more exposed positions usually 
use pledgets of cotton in their ears to 
protect the drums. Some use patent 
ear stoppers such as are manufactured 
by various commercial firms. Although 
special ear protectors and cotton are 
also used, at the coast artillery tar- 
get practices it is a custom for the 
personnel taking part to open their 
mouths during the actual firing of the 
guns in order that the pressure on the 
ear drums may be equalized. The 
men also stand on their toes to relieve 
the body as much as possible of the 
shock of the explosion.

Head Adapted to Habitat

Mention of Petroleum 
in Biblical Records 


Although as a commercial propo- 
sition in western civilization petro- 
leum may be said to date from, 1859, 
when Colonel Drake “struck ile” at 
Titusville, Pa., the substance has been 
known and used from time immemo- 
rial. 

Biblical history reco¥ds many in- 
teresting incidents of the use of oil, 
for instance, in the account of the 
building of the tower of Babel (Gen. 
11:3) we read “slime had they for 
mortar,” and that great historian, 
Lierodotus, writing about the year 450 
B. C., speaks of the use of bitumen 
in building the walls of Babylon, a fact 
contirmed by recent excavation work. 

Again in the Scriptures we are told 
(Gen. 6:14) that the ark was cov- 
ered “within and without with pitch.” 
In later times, about 615 A. D., Jap- 
anese writings contain numerous ref- 
erences to “Burning Water’; China 
records the use of mineral oil, 
and the ancient Egyptian rites of em- 
balming were carried out with the aid

Electricity to the Rescue 

Visitors to the cathedral of Milan 
never fail to admire the beautiful red- 
tinted Arzo marble decorations of the 
Baptistery chapel. This famous mar- 
ble was beginning to run short a 
year or two ago, although the demand 
for it is always growing. 

The director of the quarries per- 
suaded the engineers to supply him 
with electricity from the water-power 
of Tessin, close by, and electric saws 
pow slit the marble into much finer 
pieces than could be made by the 
handsaws worked by the quarrymen. 
The result is that facings with the 
Arzo marble are actually cheaper than 
before, and a trade centuries old has 
been saved.

A lidless coffin filled with salt and 
eontaining a human skeleton was 
found recently by a farm hand on the 
shore of the Black isle opposite Ding- 
Appearances indicate

Umbrella in History 

Umbrellas as screens against the 
sunshine have been used in the Far 
East from very remote times.

As protection against the rain, they 
were first used in England by women 
only in the reign of Queen Anne, Jo- 
seph Hanway, of London, appears to 
be the first Englishman to brave ridi- 
cule by using an umbrella.

Gould Credited With 
French-Fried Potatoes 


Like all others who take delight in 
a platter of crisp, hot French fried po- 
tatoes, I always supposed this particu- 
lar way of preparing them was origi- 
mated by some eminent French chef 
in the distant long ago, until aiong 
came one of those fellows who are al- 
ways digging into history and finding 
things to shatter our pet illusions. 

According to his version, the French 
fried potato originated not in France 
but in New York. One day, so the 
story goets, Jay Gould dropped into 
Delmonico’s restaurant in that city 
and said: “I want potatoes quartered 
and fried in deep fat.” The desire to 
imitate the doings of a Gould probably 
caused the use of potatoes fried in 
this way to assume the proportions of 
a fad, although, unlike many other 
fads, this one survived. For years 
these were known simply as quartered 
potgtoes. Then Delmonico took to 
sli¢ting them thinner and called them 
by the name under which they are now 
known throughout the country. 

Whatever may be said of Jay Gould 
as a financier and railroad builder, all 
lovers of French fried potatoes are 
under lasting obligations to this force- 
ful American.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, 


Early Tax Exemptions 

Cows were exempt from taxation 
fn Ohio under the act of February 3, 
1825. That act was the first provision 
for general property taxation and 
there were many ewemptions, certain 
kinds of property being regarded as 
important in a new settlement. How 
ever, the cow exemption covered only 
one cow in the name of any one own- 
er, The exemption was to encourage 
every householder to have a cow. 
Among other forms of property exempt- 
ed were factories producing hails, 
leather, glass, salt, cotton or woolen 
goods, grist and saw mills, paper mills 
und distilleries. Whisky seems to 
have been looked upon then as an in- 
dispensable product. To encourage 
purchase of lands in the state by set- 
tlers, the act previded that such lands 
should be free from taxation for five 
years after the purchase—Detroit 
News.

Brewing was an or- 
ganized business as early as 5000 B. 
C., it is stated.

They were issued on the security of 
lands of the crown, the church, the 
nobles and emigrees, which had been 
appropriated, and they were ineon- 
vertible except in payment for the pub- 
lie lands, The total issue of assignats 
was over 45,000,000,000 francs,
